THE EXPLOSIVE year of Tommy Cannon 
and Bobby Ball goes out, aptly, with a 
bang on Saturday: Cannon and Ball 
For Christmas marks the end of 12 
months which have seen the arrival of 
the North Country comedy duo as 
superstars. 

After 18 years of solid clubland 
success, 1980 was the year they 
launched their first seven-week series 
for LWT; broke Blackpool box office 
records (held since 1962 by Bruce 
Forsyth) for their summer season 
at the North Pier; and performed 
to capacity audiences at just about 
every club and concert they worked. 


THE OUTRAGEOUS COS 
tumes, huge glasses and 
boots are his unmistak- 
able trademark—but 
what on earth would 
anyone who had never 
seen him before make of 
Elton John ? On Sunday 
you can see how Russia’s 
youth reacted in To 
Russia with Elton, the 
film of his trip last year, 

“Alton Yon”, as they 
affectionately called him, 
was a tremendous suc- 
cess. He performed to 
24,000 people in eight 
concerts (four in Lenin- 
grad, four in Moscow) 
and could have played 
in both cities for a 
month without satisfy- 
ing the desire for tickets. 
Yet the Press reports of 
the shows were brief and 
very low key. 

A Western diplomat 
explained at the time: 
“His visit has the stamp 
of State approval, But 
it’s important to realise 
that they don’t want it 
known that he’s been 
too successful. They 
don’t want people to 
think that Russia is be- 
ing swept by Elton 
POVers:.. 

But why did the 
Russians choose Elton 
John, when so many 
other stars have been 
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refused permission to 
perform there? “‘Be- 
cause he’s a solid, almost 
middle-of-the-road_per- 
former whose father was 
a squadron leader,” said 
the diplomat. “He’s un- 
likely to be subversive or 
outrageous like, say, the 
Rolling Stones.” 

Tickets for the con- 
certs, most of which 
went to “privileged” 
customers, were in tre- 
mendous demand. Rus- 
sian fans, starved of 
even the most basic 
information about West- 
ern pop or rock stars, 
can usually hear the 
music only on smuggled 
tapes or foreign radio. 

John was both sur- 
prised and touched by 
the response. “I was 
terrified before the first 
night,” he said. “I felt 
nobody really knew me 
here and that it could all 
go terribly wrong.”

DIANE KEEN is perhaps one of 
television’s most popular light 
dramatic actresses, with ap-

: _ coming The Shillingbury Tales. 
But she is far from nice in Sweeney / on Monday. 
And her part scared her—literally—to bits. 

Diane plays a £1,000-a-night call girl involved ina 
political and big-business scandal, who comes to a 
sticky end. And, in common with the highly 
successful television series from which Monday's 
film sprang, the scene in which she is shot to death 
is hard-hitting and uncompromisingly tough. 

“The crew strapped me up with detonators,”

DISNEYLAND—the Californian dream world of sterilised 
fantasy populated by wholesome folksy heroes and little 
furry people—celebrates its silver anniversary on Christmas 
Eve with what the Disney organisation describes as “a one- 
hour variety retrospective.” 

Covering a site about the size of Bristol, Disneyland is 
the most enduring example of Walt Disney’s hard-headed 
genius for marketing escapism, inspiring more patriotism 
than the Statue of Liberty or The White House. Its hero, 
Mickey Mouse, more durable and more innocent than any 
President, will celebrate 25 years in the company of a host 
of stars who eagerly accepted invitations to appear. 

Comedian Danny Kaye, who has been turning down 
television scripts for years agreed to host the show. The 
rubber-faced funnyman plays a Japanese tourist, a cowboy 
and an old couple and will sing many Disney hit songs. 

Guest stars are the Osmonds—a group whose career 
blossomed after an impromptu appearance at Disneyland 
20 years ago. Alan Osmond says: “It’s not only Disneyland 
history. It’s our history too.” 

Brother Merrill adds: “I shall never forget our first visit 
to the Park. We were dressed in matching suits and we ran 
into the Dapper Dans—a barber shop quartet.” The Dapper 
Dans asked the Osmonds if they could sing. 

“Though they were just kidding, I pulled out my pitch 
pipe and we sang them a song.

IF THERE’S One programme 
six-year-old Billy Jay defin- 
itely won’t be missing it’s 
Billy Smart’s Christmas 
Circus (most ITV areas 
today, Scotland tomorrow). 
For Billy Jay will be closely 
watching his own per- 
formance—as one of the 
clowns in the show. 

In a baggy suit of orange 
checks, an outsize bow tie, 
a ginger wig which stands 
up at the back and a bright 
red nose, Billy Jay Smart, 
whose grandfather founded 
Billy Smart’s circus in 
1946, will be following a 
family tradition. 

Not only does Billy Jay 
work with the clowns; he 
also acts as a tiny stooge 
for ventriloquist Keith 
Harris who also comperes 
the show. 

Billy Smart Junior, who 
with his brother Ronald 
took over the running of 
the circus when their father 
died in 1965, is not sure 
that his small son will stay 
in the family business, 

“At the moment, Billy 
Jay is very keen on it 
because he loves the clowns. 
But ask me again in 10 


years time and it could all 
be different. My brother’s 
three children have ll 
moved away from the 
business.

KAREN—THE DRIVING 
FORCE BEHIND DUSTY BIN 


KAREN PALMER has an un- 
usual job—she’s a bin 
minder. But not just any old 
bin. Karen looks after the 
famous Dusty Bin. In some 
circles she’s even referred to 
as Dusty’s mum. 

Dusty Bin started life as an 
ordinary domestic dustbin; 
a nondescript affair of dull 
grey metal with a matching 
lid. Then someone had the 
bright idea of adding mag- 
netic eyes,.a big red nose and 
large yellow boots to conceal 
a smart set of wheels, and 
the charismatic Dusty Bin 
was born. 

Ted Rogers thinks he’s the 
star of 3-2-1 but Dusty 
knows better. In the begin- 
ning the humble Bin was the 
show’s booby prize but now 
many contestants would 
rather win him than the 
carefully selected prizes. 

Today he gets more than 
300 fan letters a week. There 
are Dusty Bin toys, a Dusty 
Bin animated cartoon, and 


he makes personal appear- 
ances around the country 
with Karen there to look 
after him. 

“I’m the one who wheels 
him around,” says Karen. 
“We've visited children’s 
wards in hospitals, super- 
markets, and fetes. The 
children love him. They 
think he’s a real person. They 
never notice me, they go 
straight up to Dusty, hold 
his hand and start talking to 
him. Dusty never answers, 
but they don’t seem to mind. 

“They even ask for his 
autograph, so I usually sign 
my name and write Dusty 
Bin underneath.” 

Karen, a former model, 
was originally asked to ap- 
pear on 3-2-1 as ‘George’ 
the chauffeur—the person 
who drove the prize car on to 
the set. The producer thought 
a female ‘George’ would be 
an unusual twist but Karen 
got so many strange letters 
that the idea had to be 


abandoned. Now she drives 
the cars as Karen and wears 
a dress instead of a uniform. 
The rest of the time she 
looks after Dusty Bin. 

“I feel more relaxed as 
Dusty’s mum than I ever 
did as a model,” she says. 
“People think modelling’s 
glamorous but it’s a cut- 
throat business and it ruins 
you as a person. Looking 
after Dusty is really much 
more fun.” 

They’re looking forward 
to today’s show in the 3-2-1 
office because it features a 
production of Dusty Bin’s 
pantomime. Officially it’s 
Cinderella but Karen says: 
“The trouble is that Dusty 
has seen a lot of panto- 
mimes and he gets them 
mixed up. It should be 
interesting. 

“The only problem we 
ever have with Dusty is his 
wheels. They’re squeaking a 
bit at the moment but a drop 
of oil and they’ll be fine.’’ 


Smart’s circus was on the 
road was in 1971. Its 
permanent headquarters 
are at Winkfield, near 
Windsor, and the circus 
appears exclusively on ITV 
six times a year. 

The cost of transport- 
ation as well as oil for 
heating the huge» 3,500- 
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seater tent became too 
high for touring. Now there 
are just 20 men who work 
for the circus full-time and 
the rest—including circus 
acts from all over the 
world—are recruited when 
they are needed. 

“Now, it takes 30 men 
two days, weather permit- 
ting, to put up the Big 
Top. When we were on the 
road we had about 60 men 
doing it and it went up in 
five hours and came down 
in two. But where can you 
get men these days who 
want to work seven days a 
week—and that is what the 
circus means when you are 
travelling,” says Smart. 

Ten years ago the whole 
family would have been 
working over Christmas. 
“Now,” says Smart, “we 
can have a proper family 
Christmas for a change.” 

Last year he and _ his 
family spent Christmas in 
America, looking at circus 
acts in Las Vegas and Los 
Angeles. They took Billy 
Jay to Disneyland which, 
he says, was smashing. But 
it can’t compare with the 
thrill of being a clown.

CHRISTMAS 


A LITTLE BIT of Britain 7,000 
miles away was the setting 
last year as two girls spent 
what must be the season’s 
most bizarre Christmas party 
ever.

Isles. There was no turkey

style, surrounded by millions 
of dinner-jacketed guests. 
Penguins stole the show, 
but other wildlife took 
exception to the fuss made 
of them—as Cindy Buxton 
reports.

five miles long and a mile 
wide and was once farmed 
with a couple of thousand 
sheep grazing on it.

KEEPING ROMAN 
BRITAIN TIDY 


LOOK at the costumes in the musical The Roman Invasion of 
Ramsbottom and you are seeing the work of cartoonist Bill 
Tidy. He designed them. The musical was a hit at this year’s 
Edinburgh Festival and features 40 youngsters from The 
Children’s Music Theatre, who tell, in a very jokey way, of 
how the Roman road-building scheme hits trouble just 
outside Mancunium, the Roman name for Manchester, in 
79a.p. And a song and dance begins when customers of 
Ramsbottom’s public house, the Roman’s Return, take on the 
Roman Minister of Transport, Conkus Maximus. 

Tidy, who draws the Daily Mirror cartoon strip The 
Fosdyke Saga, says the commission for the designs came out 
of the blue. “I thought it was going to be one of those jobs 
which you do and never hear of again,” he says. “In fact it 
has worked out very well. The Romans were easy—togas and 
all that bit, but the Ramsbottoms were a problem. In the end 
I made them very rustic. "Course it’s the children who bring 
the costumes to life. They’re the ones who deserve the credit. 
This is the first time I’ve worked on a production like this. 
I’m hoping to do War and Peace next.” 

Tidy began cartooning, he says, after a career in an ad- 
vertising agency drawing miniature greenhouses for small 


newspaper ads. 


“Once I became a full-time cartoonist I spent a long time 
closing newspapers. I worked for the Sunday Dispatch. That 
closed. Same with the Daily Sketch. Same with the magazine 
John Bull. Luckily that part of my life seems to have come to a 
close, The Daily Mirror is safe, isn’t it? Isn’t it?” 


a small portable generator, 
fuel, tent, beds, a small 
rubber dinghy and radio. 

“For the first two days 
we converted an old sheep 
shed into our home for the 
next three months. The tent 
was erected inside the shed 
as it was very cold and 
draughty. At night the 
temperature fell below 
freezing point. We found 
some old roof guttering to 
supply us with enough rain 
water to wash ourselves, our 
hair and clothes once a week. 

“Every Sunday morning 
we would build a fire using 
driftwood to heat the water 
in half of a petrol drum. 
When the water was hot, 
Annie and I would strip 


down and have a real good 
scrub watched only by the 
wildlife which lived near the 
shed. 

“Sometimes our shed was 
so bitterly cold we would 
stick hot-water bottles up 
our jerseys and when our 
feet went numb, we would 
soak them in hot water. 

“But the whole point of 


cindy and Annie celebrate Christmas with the penguins with goulash, peas and port 


being there was to film the 
wildlife. The Rock-Hopper 
penguins and Black-Browed 
albatrosses nest together in 
one huge colony. It was 
impossible to count them all. 
I worked out a rough figure 
of one million breeding 
albatrosses and three million 
breeding penguins. The noise 
was deafening. 


“The little Rock-Hopper 
penguins would take great 
delight in grabbing our boots 
or trouser legs in their 
beaks and beating our legs 
with their flippers should 
we get too close. Being 
beaten by a penguin is not 
amusing: Annie and I had 
some classic bruises. 

“But the bird we had the 


most trouble from was the 
Great Skua. They love to 
eat penguin eggs or small 
penguin chicks. They nest 
in their hundreds on the 
ground all over the island. 
They would dive-bomb us 
repeatedly, deliberately 
lowering their feet at the 
last moment to try to hit 
us on our heads. We were 
forced to fend them off 
with long sticks. 

“The only way to get 
round the island was by 
walking. 

“I shall never forget 
Christmas on Steeple Jason. 
Sadly the weather was 
frightful, with low clouds, 
rain and wind. It was very 
cold, so we spent most of 
our time in the shed, hot- 
water bottles under our 
jerseys, listening to the BBC 
world service playing carols 
and thinking of our families 
at home. We talked by radio 
to some of our friends living 
on other islands in the 
Falklands and wished every- 
one a Happy Christmas. 
We tuned in to the Falkland 
local radio station and 
listened to the Mass. We 
were deeply touched when 
we heard the priest send out 
a message to Annie and me 
hoping that we were both 
well and that the film would 
be a success. 

“Christmas lunch was a 
tin of goulash, processed 
peas and instant mashed 
potatoes, all piping hot. 
Afterwards we drank a bottle 
of port between us which 
we had been saving for the 
occasion. That afternoon we 


tottered round the island 
singing carols to the 
penguins.”

Unfortunately we were fickle in 
our tastes for pop, like most other 
things. When Bill Haley actually 
came to town; when a little later for 
just one night Wellingborough was 
the centre of the cultural universe, we 
went round the streets with milk bot- 
ues full of soapy water, selling it at a 
tanner a time as Haley’s bathwater. 
If Elvis had come we would perhaps 
have found a better, though, I hope, 
equally profitable, way of showing 
how keen we were on him. 

Years later, in the early Seventies, 
I did see Elvis perform at Las Vegas. 
He was overweight and had lost 
some of his glowing, radiant good 
looks which had put him in so well 
with the girls years before in Gilling- 
ham and Wellingborough. But he 
could still make an audience sigh 
and cry almost at will. Perhaps 
objectively he looked like a slightly 
plump porpoise with fitful memory 
for the lyrics of his songs everybody 
in the audience knew word-perfect, 
but to everybody he was ‘Elvis’, 
and their childhood came back. It 
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was as terrific and electric a night as 
any I’ve ever attended in Vegas. 
Afterwards I was introduced to 
him in his dressing room. He looked 
very tired, and very crumpled, and 
almost as though there was a glass 
wall between him and the rest of the 
world. (There was). But he was 
polite to his fans, and to the other 
stars who had come to see him and 
congratulate him. He had small-town 
manners and an almost humble air— 
calling women ‘M’am’ and some 
older fellows ‘Sir’-—and had none of

anybody else in showbusiness being 
paid untold millions a night adopts. 
There were lots of heavy people 
around him, though. Bodyguards 
with watchful eyes, Even in the 
packed dressing room you could feel 
them there. 

For years many of the best stories 
in showbusiness were about Elvis— 
and about his manager Colonel Tom 
Parker, perhaps the greatest show- 
man who ever lived, and the shrewd- 
est. A well-known British director 
remembers travelling with the un- 
predictable colonel in an aircraft 


on an internal flight in America. 

“Are you a gambling man?” he 
asked my friend. 

“Why, yes.” My friend was well 
known for it, as indeed was the 
colonel. 

“Like to play?” 

“Sure.” 

“Think of a number, then.” 

“Ten, colonel.” 

The colonel lent forward and 
picked up the stake money. “I won,” 
he said. “I thought of twelve.” 

There are dozens of tales like that 
about the man who took Elvis from 
his humble beginnings in Tupelo 
and made him the biggest-selling 
artist of all time. In his early years 
he was rumoured to have obtained 
sparrows, painted them yellow and 
sold them as canaries, When he was 
representing another artist before 
Elvis, he was said to have organised 
a cage of live chickens so that his 
rodeo-stand qualified as a livestock 
exhibit, and thus avoided an enter- 
tainment surcharge. When his artist 
fell ill, the good colonel apparently 
went out and purchased a hot plate, 
placed the little creatures on it, and 
proudly presented “Colonel Parker’s 
Amazing Dancing Chickens.” When, 
after becoming Elvis’s manager, he 
was offered a quarter of a million 
dollars for/continued on page 23 
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continued from page 20/one concert 
he accepted with the memorable 
words “That’s fine for me—now how 
about my boy?” 

It was the fans who made me 
want to make the film, Everybody 
in entertainment depends on their 
fans. But Elvis fans are something 
else. They show a devotion and a 
love like nobody else inspired. And 
Elvis did precious little to make it 
easier for them. He scarcely toured; 
it wasn’t only Britain he never 
visited. It was the colonel’s decision, 
they say, to ration himself like that. 
And yet there were fan clubs, crazy 
with devotion, from Tokyo to 
Torquay. And they loved Elvis, not 
just tender, but seemingly forever. 

The day he died they left what 
they were doing and came and 
stood outside his house in Memphis 
in their tens of thousands, travelling 
by Greyhound and Amtrak, as well 
as congesting brand-new Memphis 
airport until it snarled up with 
charter flights. And they stood and 
they wept and they smothered the 
turf for about half a mile around 
with giant floral tributes shaped like 
hearts and guitars and his image. 

And they wept and tried to pull 
the leaves from the trees round his 
house to take home and say they'd 
spent the night that close to Elvis— 
dead or alive. 

Memphis, understandably, had 
never seen anything like it. The 
extraordinary thing was that the 
fans kept on coming. They buried 
Elvis in a garden at Graceland, next 
to his mother’s grave, and every 
single day hundreds of fans covered 
it in flowers. The local florists must 
have all become millionaires and the 
six-foot high rose-coloured guitars 
were turned out on a production 
line, their wire frames re-cycled and 
returned to do duty till the flowers, 
unlike the fans’ devotion, wilted in 
the 100 degree plus heat of 
Memphis, 

For the town fathers it looked

They had to, there 
were that many fans. 

Then this summer somebody 
asked me to go with the British 
fans, the Elvis Presley Fan Club of 
Great Britain, on their annual pil- 
grimage to Graceland in Memphis.

me too. It’s a long way and a very 
expensive trip, which nobody would 
take unless they really had to. So 
we accepted. And then the surprises 
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in the air, it was clear that it was Adee HUOCK LETTERS PLEASE 
‘oing to be an experience. The fans (Including house number)

were going to have a good time, 
and to share all the excitement, all 
the fresh emotion, and all the en- 
thusiasm they felt for Elvis. 

And then the fans were of all 
ages. There were young, pretty 
girls as well as their mothers—even 
whole families together. They were 
all mad about Elvis, looked like 
walking badge stalls, had T-shirts 
showing their love—tender and sad 
and crazy. And they were out to 
have one whale of a time. To enjoy 
the emotion which Elvis released in 
them, to talk to another fan about 
the niceties of what Elvis’s cousin’s 
first name was, or the registration 
number of his third Cadillac. 

As for us, we came to understand 
what Elvis still means to the fans. 
We were able to share all the ex- 
perience, if not all the emotion. We 
hope you will enjoy sharing it too.

Alf, a staunch Tory, will tell you 
that Mrs. Thatcher should stay at home and “‘cook meals for 
Denis”. And he will probably have a moan about the “slightly 
imperfect” socks from his punk-rocker grandson. 


GILBERT AND SULLIVAN fan Spike 
Milligan—with a parrot on his

The house was being 
demolished and Milligan asked if 
he could have the front door to 
present to Bernard Miles’ theatre 
museum at the Mermaid Theatre 
in London.

FOR HIS NOVEL Goldmine, on which the New Year’s Eve 
adventure film Gold is based, best-selling author Wilbur 
Smith “spent literally months researching, talking to miners 
and getting to grips with the facts about gold mining in 
South Africa. 

“The job,” he said, “‘was about as appealing as crossing the 
Sahara in the dry season. But it had to be done.” Director 
Peter Hunt and producer Michael Klinger went to great 
lengths to capture the high-pressure, hazardous conditions 
which prevail 5,600 feet below ground. It’s no coincidence 
that the scenes here are the most exciting in the film. 

For two weeks, the Gold crew and actors actually shot in the 
confines of a South African gold mine. ““The 20,000 men who 
work there regularly have to endure incredible conditions,” 
said star Roger Moore. “It’s hot, humid and claustrophobic 
and the whole place is running with water. 

“Although it helps keep down the murderous dust, the water 
itself is poisonous—there’s cyanide in it.’

LOGAN'S 
LAUDER 


SCOTTISH COMEDIAN Jimmy 
Logan’s homage to Sir Harry 
Lauder, One Man’s Lauder, 
showing in most ITV areas 
on New Year’s Eve and in the 
STV and Ulster areas on Fri- 
day, (January 2) is much more 
than one performer tipp- 
ing his hat to the memory 
of another. It is the culmina- 
tion of a life-long obsession 
with the greatest star in 
Scottish showbusiness.

Then there was the marvellous, 
extraordinary variety of people, the 
really totally different cultures: 
coolies, rajahs, business people, beau- 
tiful ladies. I didn’t at all know I was 
going to enjoy it when I went, but I 
felt splendid. The Himalayas stun 
you, They take your breath away.” 

Both she and Trevor Howard 
found Indians exquisitely polite and 
gentle. Bringing Celia Johnson her 
breakfast in bed every morning, 
they would say: “Good morning, 
madam. Are you happy?” “Of 
course I’m happy,” she replied, and 
she meant it. Her contentment was 
reinforced by the arrival of batches 
of The Times and The Observer 
crosswords, sent by her daughter. 
Trevor Howard believes that Celia 
Johnson has done a_ crossword 
puzzle every day of her life. He re- 
members her busily filling in the 
blanks during the filming of Brief 
Encounter. 

Howard’s own surprise at seeing 
Simla was that it was so large: large 
and clearly changed, with hippies 
dotted about, some of whom appear 
briefly in the film.

JUST BEFORE DAWN on a humid October night, ITN reporter Jon Snow 
struggled into a clammy wetsuit and dived into the dangerous Shatt-el- 
Arab waters which mark the border between the embattled countries of 
Iraq and Iran, 

Snow was in Iraq reporting on the war for ITN. The swim was quite 
beyond the call of duty—the result of a personal appeal made to 
him to assist in the rescue of 23 people trapped by sniper crossfire on board 
the ship Al Tanin. 

Days of tricky negotiation and planning had preceded the night swim. 
Using his excellent contacts in Iraq, Snow had arranged for a ceasefire by 
Iraqi troops while he got the 19 crew men and four British officer’s wives 
off the ship. 

Escape plans were discussed with the ship’s captain over V.H.F. 


radio. “The days of the week on which the rescue operation might be 
launched were named in code as different fruit,” said Snow. “Monday 
was classified as banana, Tuesday, pear, and Wednesday, apple. The best 
opportunity for rescue turned out to be pear—Tuesday.” 

Reaching the ship was exhausting. Snow had to swim 200 yards against 
strong currents. When he reached her boarding proved even more difficult 
as the deck was 50ft. above the water. 

Scrambling up a swaying rope ladder, Snow contacted the escape party 
and helped lower them into a waiting lifeboat. The dash for safety to the 
Iraqi bank was an anxious time because of the danger from Iranian snipers. 
Snow said: “I was worried because there had been some nasty incidents 
higher up the river in which merchant seamen had died trying to escape 
from ships.”” Luckily, the lifeboat arrived safely on the/continued on page 79

The complicated technology of 
television makes it hard for a tele- 
vision reporter to compete with a 
newspaperman for scoop stories, but 
in this case ITN were the only ones 
with pictures of the rescue. 

Another major ITN exclusive for 
1980 was their report of the rescue 
raid made by Special Air Service 
troops on the Iranian Embassy in 
London where gunmen were hold- 
ing hostages. Exclusive pictures 
were taken by an ITN crew which 
had secretly set up filming equip- 
ment in a house behind the em- 
bassy. The film crew, disguised in 
smart business suits, transported 
their equipment in innocent-looking 
suitcases, 

At the moment the S.A.S. at- 
tacked, ITN had seven cameras in 
operation all round the building. 
Just as Coronation Street ended on 
Bank Holiday Monday, they went 
into network with the longest news- 
flash in television history. More 
than 11 million viewers watched 
S.A.S, troops slide down the side of 
the embassy on ropes and hurl 
hand-grenades through the win- 
dows. Anthony Carthew, reporter on 
the spot, described the events as 
they happened. 

ITN journalists admit that luck 
has a lot to do with being first with 
the news. Often it’s just a matter of 
being in the right place at the right 
time. But some exclusive stories are 
the result of a lot of hard slog and 
determination. ITN’s coverage of 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
provides such an example. 

Crossing the Afghanistan borders, 
the ITN crew went in search of the 
rebel tribesmen’s stronghold high 
in the mountains of the Hindu 
Kush, After a 15-hour journey on 
the back of a truck, the team ar- 
rived at the deserted village where 
they camped overnight inside a 
mud hut. By dawn, frost covered 
everything. The film camera was 
frozen solid and cameraman Alan 
Downes spent half an hour warming 
it by a fire to thaw it out. The 
crew’s eventual encounter with 
Afghanistan rebels provided spec- 
tacular and exclusive film footage 
about the strength of the resistance 
to the Soviet invaders. Later 
reporter John Suchet, disguised as a 
Pathan tribesman, got back into the 
country to send further reports. 


But it wasn’t just the men who 
saw action during 1980, ITN women 
journalists proved that they were 
capable of bringing in their share of 
stories. Anna Ford travelled to Sar- 
dinia to cover the happy ending of a 
kidnapping incident. In an exclu- 
sive interview, she talked to 15- 
year-old Annabel Schild about her 
seven-month ordeal as prisoner of 
Sardinian bandits. The cheerful 
teenager startled everyone by saying 
she kept the bandits amused with 
stories about her 60 boyfriends, 

Not all news stories involve 
excitement and travel. The reality 
behind the coverage of events like 
the American Presidential election, 
the battle for the Labour Party 
leadership and the British Leyland 
strikes is often dull. These stories 
usually involve long hours of wait- 
ing outside the homes and work 
places of politicians and often the 
only reward is a terse “no com- 
ment”, 

Of all the events covered by ITN 
in 1980, one of the most popular 


with viewers was the Queen Mo- 
ther’s 80th birthday. The pictures 
of her listening to military bands 
playing Happy Birthday, talking to 
crowds of well-wishers in the 
street, and walking the Royal corgis, 
brought letters of appreciation from 
hundreds of viewers. 

Technicians at ITN will remem- 
ber 1980 as the year when the new 
system of electronic news gather- 
ing—E.N.G.—was successfully 
tried out at the Labour Party 
Conference. The E.N.G. system 
requires no film and enables reports 
to be broadcast without lengthy 
processing or the need for special 
equipment. Using the new tech- 
nology, a stirring speech made by 
Michael Foot at 9.50p.m. was suc- 
cessfully incorporated in News at 
Ten that same night. In 1981, ITN 
plan to use E.N.G. on foreign 
Stories to speed up their coverage in 
remote parts of the world where 
there are no facilities for film 
processing.

famines, wars, unemployment, re-

Tito, the Shah of Iran, Peter Sellers, 
Alfred Hitchcock, Joy Adamson, 
Yootha Joyce, Kenneth Tynan, 
Cecil Beaton, Hattie Jacques, Isobel 
Barnett and Steve McQueen.

Sailed into \_ 
outer space \_

regions more remote to the Elizabe- 

thans than outer space is to modern 
man, putting his tiny Golden Hind into orbit 
around the globe at a time when many still 
believed the earth was flat. He met creatures 
that were out of this world for the most fertile 
imaginations of his day. And to the unknown 
races he discovered, Drake must have seemed 
an emissary from a distant planet—stepping 
ashore from a craft of magical propulsion 
armed with strange weapons that could 
apparently transmit lightning bolts. 

His incredible circumnavigation of the 
globe 400 years ago is featured in Drake’s 
Venture being shown the Sunday after Christ- 
mas with John Thaw starring as the 
Elizabethan seados; with an astronaut’s vision 
—the traveller beyond the rim of knowledge 
who came home with treasures beyond the 
dreams of our 20th century spacemen. 

- Laden with gold bars, Peruvian silver, 
chests which overflowed with pieces of eight, 
pearls and precious gems, as well as three 
tons of cloves from: the exotic Spice Islands, 
Francis Drake’s three-masted Golden Hind 
sailed into Plymouth on September 26, 1580. 

After an epic and hazardous three-year 
voyage, which makes today’s space explora- 
tion seem almost dull by comparison, the first 
question the triumphant captain asked was: 
“Ts the Queen alive and well ?” 

“Aye,” replied the fisherman Drake had 
hailed, “Her Majesty is in good health—

though there is pestilence in Plymouth.” 

But throughout the land there ‘was amaze- 
ment and rejoicing as the news spread of 
Drake’s return. Not only had he sailed. con- 
tinually westward without falling off the edge 
of the world; he had brought back a fantastic 
cargo worth well over £500,000—enough to 
finance the whole country for a year in those 
days. 

That most of the treasure had been plun- 
dered from Spanish ships was, to Protestant 
England, an added bonus. Queen Elizabeth 
herself approved. Secretly she had helped 
finance the expedition, even if she could not 
openly admit her support of a venture certain 
toinfuriate Spain’s powerful Catholic monarch. 

This was the first Elizabethan Age at its 
swashbuckling best: piracy and plunder on 
the high seas, plots and politics at court. 

The background to Drake’s circumnavi- 
gation of the globe is an intrigue no less 
tortuous and dangerous than the route of the 
historic voyage itself. 

By 1576, 12 years before the defeat of the 
Armada, Spain’s growing naval power threat- 
ened England both with invasion, and with 
strangulation as a maritime trading nation. 

There were doves as well as hawks in 
Elizabeth’s cabinet. The doves, led by Lord 
Burleigh, urged caution. But the leading 
hawk of the day, Sir Francis Walsingham, 
encouraged the Queen to aid and abet Drake 
and his cousin John Hawkins’ piracy as long as 
Spanish ships and Spanish booty were the 
target. Walsingham was strongly supported by

Christopher Hatton, the Queen’s new court 
favourite. Hatton’s secretary, Thomas 
Doughty, knew that Drake had long dreamed 
of sailing an English ship into the Pacific. He 
became Drake’s close friend and influential 
backer among the gentlemen at court. 

In 1577 a syndicate was formed by Wal- 
singham, Hatton and others. Drake was chosen 
as leader of an expedition which had a variety 
of objectives. Officially he was to pass through 
the treacherous Strait of Magellan at the 
southernmost tip of South America and look 
for new lands believed to lie to the south. 
Unofficially—and here Drake had secret 
financial backing from the Queen, who ad- 
mitted to him in a private interview that she 
sought revenge on Philip I of Spain—he was 
to sail along the western coast of the Americas 
to hunt for Spanish treasure. 

Neither version was made fully public. 
Instead, a cover story was issued, Drake, it 
was announced, was sailing to Alexandria to 
negotiate a deal with the Ottoman Empite for

continued from page 81/the estuary of the River 
Plate—later to become the setting for the 
sinking of the Graf Spee in World War Two 
—landed on the Patagonian coast at Port San 
Julian, 200 miles from the entrance to the 
Strait of Magellan, in June, 1578. 

It was here that Magellan had been forced 
to put down a mutiny by hanging the ring- 
leaders. Drake’s men found the remains of the 
gibbet on which they had died. 

And it was here that Doughty was accused 
and found guilty of being a traitor, Sentence 
of death was passed and after taking com- 
munion and sharing a final meal with Drake, 
his erstwhile friend, Doughty was beheaded. 

“Lo,” cried Drake, holding aloft Doughty’s 
head, “this is the end of traitors.” It was 
clearly intended as an awful warning to any- 
one else who might cause trouble. 

With the stores transferred, three ships— 
the newly-renamed Golden Hind, Elizabeth 
and Marigold—pressed on and reached the 
mouth of the Magellan Strait on August 20. 

Ahead lay the narrow stormy waters 
through which no man since Magellan had 
sailed and survived. It took Drake 16 days to 
sail those 300 miles. Magellan had taken 37. 

Drake’s dream of sailing an English ship 
into the Pacific came true on September 6 


The replica of the Golden Hind under full 
sail for the filming of Drake's Venture was 
built in South Devon and launched in 
April 1973.

when all three ships emerged safely from the 
passage which separates the volcanic island of 
Tierra del Fuego from the American con- 
tinent. 

But the so-called “peaceful” ocean pro- 
duced a month of gales and by September 15 
the ships were drifting helplessly, blown far 
to the south of Cape Horn. On September 30 
Marigold disappeared altogether and Elizabeth, 
separated from Golden Hind and convinced 
the expedition was a disaster, turned tail and 
made for England. , 

Drake, however, had survived. He sailed 
north up the coast of Chile and on December 5, 
1578, raided Valparaiso, then a small fishing 
port, and stocked up with meat, fruit and 
wine as well as some excellent ecclesiastical 
silverware. 

The big prize was still to come. On March 1, 
1579, 50 miles north of the equator near Cape 
San Francisco off the coast of Ecuador, 40 
English sailors boarded the Spanish treasure 
ship Cacafuego and removed a king’s ransom— 
80 Ib. of gold in bars, 26 tons of Peruvian 
silver together with 13 chests of pieces of eight 
as well as pearls and jewels. For Queen 
Elizabeth, it was a handsome return on her 
secret investment, and it made Drake one of 
the richest men in England. 

Now he headed north along the west coast 
of America, into completely unknown terri- 
tory and worsening weather, apparently look- 
ing for a passage to the Atlantic marked on 
some contemporary maps. 

History is vague about the original purpose

that had this passage existed Drake 
might have taken the shortest 
route home. Instead, stormy winds 
forced his ship south again. 

On June 5, 1579, he anchored 
off the Oregon coast and 12 days 
later found what is now called 
Drake’s Bay, San Francisco, Here 
the Indians regarded him and his 
crew as white gods and begged 
him to become their king. Drake 
named the country Albion on 
behalf of his Queen and then took 
the decision which was to ensure 
his place in history. He set sail 
west across the Pacific, and by the 
end of the year he reached the 
Spice Islands of the East Indies. 

The expedition almost came to 
an end on January 9, 1580, when 
a violent storm in the Moluccas 
threw the Golden Hind on to a 
reef. The crew worked all night to 
dislodge her. Eight guns and half 

six tons of cloves taken on 
board earlier were jettisoned to 
lighten the ship. Late the follow- 
ing afternoon the wind changed 
and the vessel sailed free again. 

After a two-week rest in Java in 
March, Drake sailed around the 
Cape-of Good Hope and up the 
west coast of Africa, putting in at 
Sierra Leone for provisions. 

He finally reached Plymouth on 
September 26, the first English- 
man to captain his ship around the 
world, Knighted by the Queen 
seven months later, he had faced 
every hazard known to seamen 
using only primitive navigation 
instruments to guide him. 

Drake, a sharp thorn in the 
Spanish side—in 1587 he des- 
troyed ships assembling at Cadiz 
and a year later sailed from 
Plymouth to defeat the Spanish 
Armada—was admired even by 
his enemies. 

It was a Spaniard who wrote of 
him: “The English general is 
both in respect to boldness and to 
capacity in command, one of the 
best sailors that sail the sea.” 

Drake, who died unglamorously 
—of dysentery in 1595—had bold- 
ly gone where few had gone before. 
His achievement had been a giant 
leap for mankind, every bit as 
remarkable as an astronaut’s first 
steps on the surface of the moon.

risked not rejoining the balloonists 
before night fell,” he said. As a 
quickening evening breeze took the 
striped balloon eight miles away 
Dickinson made a bad landing, 
crashing first into a tree and then a 
bush which probably stopped him 
breaking his legs. 

He knew he had been in the 
Sudan, close to the Ugandan border, 
before the balloon began to drift. 
But he wasn’t sure where he had 
landed. It was about 10 minutes to 
sunset and to walk in the African 
bush at night without a torch, or 
even a box of matches, was out of 
the question. 

Dickinson said: “I have never 
been so frightened in my life. It 
came home to me how ill-prepared 
I was. I had five Sudanese pound 
notes, five boiled sweets, a parachute 
and a camera I had no water and 
already I was absolutely parched. I 
didn’t know what to do.” 

He decided to spread the para- 
chute on the ground as a signal to 
rescuers and he tried to light a fire 
with elephant grass from the embers 
of the tribesman’s camp fire. 

But, although bush fires once 
started are extremely difficult to 
control, it is nearly impossible to

When the fire went out Dickinson 
climbed 15ft. into a tree and tried 
to settle down. Lions didn’t climb 
trees . . . or did they? Hadn’t he 
seen films of lions dozing on the 
branches of trees they had climbed ? 


And then there was thirst. Within 
an hour Dickinson had crunched up 
four of his five boiled sweets. “I 
suddenly realised it was stupid to 
eat all the boiled sweets, so I took 
the fifth one out of my mouth, half- 
gone, and kept it for the morning. 


But when morning came I couldn’t 
salivate enough to cope with it.” 
Dickinson took to thinking of 
other tricky moments in his life. He 
had hung on a rope 200ft. above a 
gorge over Dudh Kosi, the ‘river of 
milk’ which rushes down the side of 


Everest, to film a party of British 
canocists. 

He had climbed the North Face 
of the Matterhorn in the teeth of a 
full-scale winter blizzard which 
drove the snow into an avalanche.

Later that day—too impat- 
ient to rest—Dickinson filmed the 
extraordinary sequence with 
Howerski. 

Dickinson got into the film- 
making business 10 years ago after 
college in Blackpool where he 
studied photography. He had 
climbed in North Wales, the Lake 
District and the Alps since he was 
14, and he wrote to Alan Whicker 
asking if he would like to do 
Whicker’s World from the Eiger.
